The  Privileges  and  Authority  of  Physicians  in  London. 


“In  the  most  humble  wise  shew  unto  your  Highness  your 
true  and  faithful  subjects  and  liegemen,  John  Chambre, 
Thomas  Linacre,  Ferdinandus  de  Victoria,  your  Physicians, 
and  Nicholas  Halsewell,  John  Prances,  and  Robert  Yaxley,  and 
all  other  men  of  the  same  faculty  within  the  City  of  London, 
and  seven  miles  about,  That  where  your  Highness  (by  your 
most  gracious  letters  patents,  bearing  date  at  Westminster  the 
twenty-third  day  of  September,  in  the  tenth  year  of  your  most 
noble  reign)  for  the  commonwealth  of  this  your  realm,  in  due 
exercising  and  practising  of  the  faculty  of  physic,  and  the 
good  ministration  of  medicines  to  be  had,  hath  incorporate  and 
made  of  us,  and  of  our  Company  aforesaid,  one  body  and 
perpetual  commonalty  or  fellowship  of  the  faculty  of  physic, 
and  to  have  perpetual  succession  and  common  seal,  and  to 
choose  yearly  a President  of  the  same  fellowship  and  com- 
monalty, to  oversee,  rule,  and  govern  the  said  fellowship  and 
commonalty,  and  all  men  of  the  said  faculty,  with  divers  other 
liberties  and  privileges  by  your  Highness  to  us  granted  for 
the  commonwealth  of  this  your  realm,  as  in  your  said  most 
gracious  letters  patents,  more  at  large  is  specified  and  con- 
tained, the  tenour  whereof  followetli  in  these  words.” 

( The  Charter  of  10  Hen.  VIII.  to  the  College  is  here  set  out.) 

“ And  forasmuch  that  the  making  of  the  said  corporation  is 
meritorious  and  very  good  for  the  commonwealth  of  this  your 
realm,  it  is  therefore  expedient  and  necessary  to  provide,  That 
no  person  of  the  said  politic  body  and  commonalty  aforesaid

2.  “In  consideration  whereof,  and  for  the  further  authorizing 
of  the  same  letters  patents,  and  also  enlarging  of  further 
articles  for  the  said  commonwealth  to  be  had  and  made: 
Pleaseth  it  your  Highness  with  the  assent  of  your  Lords 
spiritual  and  temporal,  and  the  commons  in  this  present  Par- 
liament assembled,  to  enact,  ordain,  and  stablish,  That  the 
said  corporation  of  the  said  commonalty  and  fellowship  of 
the  faculty  of  physic  aforesaid,  and  all  and  every  grant, 
article,  and  other  thing  contained  and  specified  in  the  said 
letters  patents,  be  approved  granted,  ratified,  and  confirmed  in 
this  present  Parliament,  and  clearly  authorized  and  admitted 
by  the  same  good,  lawful,  and  available,  to  your  said  body 
corporate,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  in  as  ample  and  large 
manner  as  may  be  taken,  thought,  and  construed  by  the  same.” 

*[And  that  it  please  your  Highness,  with  the  assent  of 
your  said  Lords  spiritual  and  temporal,  and  the  commons  in 
this  your  present  Parliament  assembled,  further  to  enact, 
ordain,  and  stablish  that  the  six  persons  beforesaid  in  your 
said  most  gracious  letters  patents  named  as  principals  and 
first-named  of  the  said  commonalty  and  fellowship,  choosing  to 
them  two  more  of  the  said  commonalty,  from  henceforward  be 
called  and  cleaped  Elects ; and  that  the  same  Elects  yearly 
choose  one  of  them  to  be  President  of  the  said  commonalty, 
and  as  oft  as  any  of  the  rooms  and  places  of  the  same  Elects 
shall  fortune  to  be  void  by  death  or  otherwise,  then  the 
survivors  of  the  said  Elects,  within  thirty  or  forty  days  next 
after  the  death  of  them,  or  any  of  them,  shall  choose,  name, 
and  admit  one  or  two,  as  need  shall  require,  of  the  most 
cunning  and  expert  men,  of  and  in  the  said  faculty  in  London, 
to  supply  the  said  room  and  number  of  eight  persons,  so  that 
he  or  they  that  shall  be  so  chosen  be  first  by  the  said  survivors 
strictly  examined  after  a form  devised  by  the  said  Elects  and 
also  by  the  same  survivors  approved.

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3.  “And  where  that  in  dioceses  of  England  out  of  London 
it  is  not  light  to  find  alway  men  able  sufficiently  to  examine 
after  the  statute  such  as  shall  be  admitted  to  exercise  physic 
in  them;  that  it  may  be  enacted  in  this  present  Parliament, 
That  no  person  from  henceforth  be  suffered  to  exercise  or 
practise  in  physic,  through  England,  until  such  time  as  he 
be  examined  at  London  by  the  said  President,  and  three 
of  the  said  Elects;  and  to  have  from  the  said  President  or 
Elects,  letters  testimonials  of  their  approving  and  examination, 
except  he  be  a Graduate  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  which  hath 
accomplished  all  things  for  his  form  without  any  grace.”]

‘ In  most  humble  wise  sheweth  unto  your  Majesty  your  Anno  15 to. 
true  and  faithful  subjects  and  liege  men,  the  President  of  the  ^enTpting! 
Corporation  of  the  Commonalty  and  Fellowship  of  the  Science 
and  Faculty  of  Physic  in  your  City  of  London,  and  the 
commons  and  the  Fellows  of  the  same,  that  whereas  divers  of 
them  many  times  having  in  cure  as  well  some  of  the  lords  of 
your  most  honourable  Council,  and  divers  times  many  of  the 
nobility  of  this  realm,  as  many  other  of  your  faithful  and  liege 
people,  cannot  give  their  due  attendance  to  them  and  other 
their  patients,  with  such  diligence  as  their  duty  were  and  is 
to  do,  by  reason  they  be  many  times  compelled,  as  well  within 
the  City  of  London  and  suburbs  of  the  same,  as  in  other 
towns  and  villages,  to  keep  watch  and  ward,  and  be  chosen  to 
the  office  of  constable  and  other  offices  within  the  said  city 
and  suburbs  of  the  same  as  in  other  places  within  this  your 
realm,  to  their  great  fatigation  and  unquieting,  and  to  the 
peril  of  their  patients,  by  reason  they  cannot  be  conveniently 
attended;  it  may  therefore  please  your  most  excellent  Majesty, 
with  the  assent  of  your  Lords  spiritual  and  temporal,  and  the 
Commons  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by

that  if  at  any  time  hereafter  the  said  President  for  the  time 
being,  or  any  of  the  said  commons  or  Fellows  for  the  time 
being,  by  any  ways  or  means  be  appointed  or  elected  to  any 
watch  or  ward,  office  of  constable,  or  any  other  office  within 
the  said  city  or  suburbs,  the  same  appointment  or  election  to 
be  utterly  void  and  of  none  effect;  any  order,  custom,  or  law 
to  the  contrary,  before  this  time  used  in  the  said  city,  notwith- 
standing.” 

2.  “ And  that  it  may  please  your  most  royal  Majesty,  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  it  may  be  further  enacted,  ordained, 
and  established  for  the  commonwealth  and  surety  of  your 
loving  subjects  of  this  your  realm,  in  and  for  the  administration 
of  medicines  to  such  of  your  said  subjects  as  shall  have  need  of 
the  same,  that  from  henceforth  the  said  President  for  the  time 
being,  commons  and  Fellows,  and  their  successors,  may  yearly, 
at  such  time  as  they  shall  think  most  meet  and  convenient  for 
the  same,  elect  and  choose  four  persons  of  the  said  commons 
and  Fellows,  of  the  best  learned,  wisest,  and  most  discreet,  such 
as  they  shall  think  convenient  and  have  experience  in  the  said 
faculty  of  physic ; and  that  the  said  four  persons  so  elected  and 
chosen,  after  a corporal  oath  to  them  ministered  by  the  said 
President,  or  his  deputy,  shall  and  may,  by  virtue  of  this 
present  Act,  have  full  authority  and  power,  as  often  as  they 
shall  think  meet  and  convenient,  to  enter  into  the  house  or 
houses  of  all  and  every  Apothecary  now,  or  at  any  time  here- 
after, using  the  mystery  or  craft  of  Apothecary,  within  the  said 
city  only,  to  search,  view,  and  see  such  Apothecary  wares, 
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drugs,  and  stuffs  as  the  said  Apothecaries  or  any  of  them  have, 
or  at  any  time  hereafter  shall  have  in  their  house  or  houses ; 
and  all  such  wares,  drugs,  and  stuffs  as  the  said  four  persons 
shall  there  find  defective,  corrupted,  and  not  meet  nor  con- 
venient to  be  ministered  in  any  medicines  for  the  health  of 
man’s  body,  the  same  four  persons,  calling  to  them  the  warden 
of  the  said  mystery  of  Apothecaries  within  the  said  city  for  that 
time  being,  or  one  of  them,  shall  cause  to  be  brent  or  otherwise 
destroy  the  same,  as  they  shall  think  meet  by  their  discretion ; 
and  if  the  said  Apothecaries,  or  any  of  them,  at  any  time  here- 
after do  obstinately  or  willingly  refuse  or  deny  the  said  four 
persons,  yearly  elected  and  chosen  as  is  before  said,  to  enter 
into  their  said  house  or  houses,  for  the  causes,  intent,  and 
purpose  before  rehearsed,  that  then  they,  and  every  of  them,  so 
offending  contrary  to  this  Act,  for  every  time  that  he  or  they 
do  so  offend,  to  forfeit  100s.,  the  one  half  to  your  Majesty,  and 
the  other  half  to  him  that  will  sue  for  the  same  by  action  of 
debt,  bill,  plaint,  or  information,  in  any  of  the  King’s  courts, 
wherein  no  wager  of  law,  essoin,  or  protection  shall  be  allowed ;

An  Ad  touching  the  Corporation  of  the  Physicians  in 

London. 

“Whereas,  in  the  Parliament  holden  at  London,  the  15th 
day  of  April,  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  our  late 
Sovereign  Lord  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  and  from  thence 
adjourned  to  Westminster,  the  last  day  of  July,  in  the  fifteenth 
year  of  the  reign  of  the  same  King,  and  there  holden,  it  was 
enacted,  that  a certain  grant,  by  letters  patent,  of  incorporation 
made  and  granted  by  our  said  late  King  to  the  Physicians  of 
London,  and  all  clauses  and  articles  contained  in  the  same 
grant,  should  be  approved,  granted,  ratified,  and  confirmed  by 
the  same  Parliament.” 

2.  “For  the  consideration  thereof,  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  this  present  Parliament:  That  the  said  Statute  or 
Act  of  Parliament,  with  every  article  and  clause  therein  con- 
tained, shall  from  henceforth  stand  and  continue  still  in  full 
strength,  force,  and  effect,  any  Act,  Statute,  Law,  Custom,  or 
any  other  thing  made,  had,  or  used  to  the  contrary  in  any  wise 
notwithstanding.” 

3.  “And  for  the  better  reformation  of  divers  enormities 
happening  to  the  commonwealth,  by  the  evil  using  and  undue 
administration  of  physic,  and  for  the  enlarging  of  further 
articles  for  the  better  execution  of  the  things  contained  in  the

4.  “Be  it  therefore  now  enacted:  That  whensoever  the

offences  or  disobedience,  contrary  to  any  article  or  clause 
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contained  in  the  said  grant  or  Act,  to  any  ward,  gaol,  or  prison 
within  the  same  City  and  precinct  (the  Tower  of  London 
except) ; that  then,  from  time  to  time,  the  warden,  gaoler,  or 
keeper,  wardens,  gaolers,  or  keepers  of  the  wards,  gaols,  and 
prisons  within  the  City  or  precinct  aforesaid  (except  before 
excepted),  shall  receive  into  his  or  their  prisons  all  and  every 
such  person  and  persons  so  offending,  as  shall  be  so  sent  or 
committed  to  him  or  them  as  is  aforesaid ; and  there  shall 
safely  keep  the  person  or  persons  so  committed,  in  any  of  their 
prisons,  at  the  proper  cost  and  charges  of  the  said  person  or 
persons  so  committed,  without  bail  or  mainprize,  until  such 
time  as  such  offender  or  offenders,  or  disobedients,  be  dis- 
charged of  the  said  imprisonment  by  the  said  President  and 
such  persons  as  by  the  said  College  shall  be  thereunto 
authorized,  upon  pain  that  all  and  every  such  warden,  gaoler 
and  keeper,  doing  the  contrary,  shall  lose  and  forfeit  the

An  Act  to  ' enable  the  President  and  College  or  Commonalty  of 
the  Faculty  of  Physic,  in  London,  to  hold  their  Corporate 
Meetings  within  the  City  of  Westminster,  or  the  Liberties 
thereof. 

[11th  June , 1814.] 

“ Whereas,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  made  and  passed  in  the 
fourteenth  and  fifteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  his  Majesty  King- 
Henry  the  Eighth,  intituled  The  Privileges  and  Authorities  of 
Physicians  in  London,  certain  letters  patent,  bearing  date  at 
Westminster,  the  twenty-third  day  of  September,  in  the  tenth 
year  of  the  reign  of  his  said  Majesty  King  Henry  the  Eighth, 
whereby  certain  Physicians  therein  named,  and  all  other  men 
of  the  same  faculty,  within  the  City  of  London  and  seven  miles 


to  hold  Corporate  Meetings  in  Westminster. 
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about,  were  incorporated  and  made  one  body  and  perpetual 
Commonalty  or  Fellowship  of  the  Faculty  of  Physic,  by  the 
name  of  ‘ The  President  and  College  or  Commonalty  of  the 
Faculty  of  Physic  in  London ,’  with  divers  powers  and  autho- 
rities to  the  said  President  and  College  or  Commonalty  thereby 
given,  were  confirmed  and  enlarged ; and  by  the  said  statute  it 
is  enacted,  that  no  person  shall  from  thenceforth  be  suffered  to 
exercise  or  practise  in  physic  through  England,  until  such  time 
as  he  be  examined  at  London  by  the  said  President  and  three

3.  “ And  be  it  further  enacted : That  this  Act  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  a Public  Act,  and  shall  be  judicially 
taken  notice  of  as  such,  by  all  Judges,  Justices,  and  others, 
without  being  specially  pleaded.”

An  Act  to  regulate  the  Qualification  of  Practitioners  in  Medicine 

and  Surgery. 

[2 nd  August,  1858.] 

“Sect.  III.  A Council  which  shall  be  styled  ‘The  General 
Council  of  Medical  Education  and  Kegistration  of  the  United 
Kingdom,’  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  General  Council,  shall 
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be  established,  and  Branch  Councils  for  England,  Scotland,  and 
Ireland  respectively  formed  thereout  as  hereinafter  mentioned.” 

“ Sect.  IY.  The  General  Council  shall  consist  of  One  Per- 
son chosen  from  time  to  time  by  each  of  the  following  Bodies  ; 
(that  is  to  say,) 

The  Eoyal  College  of  Physicians,” 

&c.  &c.  &c. 

“ Sect.  YII.  Members  of  the  General  Council  representing 
the  Medical  Corporations  must  be  qualified  to  be  registered 
under  this  Act.” 

“ Sect.  VIII.  The  Members  of  the  General  Council  shall  be 
chosen  and  nominated  for  a term  not  exceeding  Five  Years, 
and  shall  be  capable  of  re-appointment,  and  any  Member  may 
any  time  resign  his  appointment  by  letter  addressed  to  the 
President  of  the  said  Council,  and  upon  the  death  or  resig- 
nation of  any  Member  of  the  said  Council,  some  other  person 
shall  be  constituted  a Member  of  the  said  Council  in  his  place 
in  manner  hereinbefore  provided;  but  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Council  during  such  vacancy  to  exercise  the  powers  herein- 
after mentioned.” 

Sect.  XV.  Every  person  now  possessed,  and  (subject  to  the  pro- 
visions hereinafter  contained)  every  person  hereafter  becoming 
possessed,  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  qualifications  described  in 
the  Schedule  (A)  to  this  Act,  shall,  on  payment  of  a Fee,  not 
exceeding  Two  Pounds  in  respect  of  qualifications  obtained 
before  the  First  day  of  January  One  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-nine,  and  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds  in  respect  of 
qualifications  obtained  on  or  after  that  day,  be  entitled  to  be 
registered  on  producing  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Branch  Council 
for  England,  Scotland,  or  Ireland  the  document  conferring  or 
evidencing  the  qualification  or  each  of  the  qualifications  in 
respect  whereof  he  seeks  to  be  so  registered,  or  upon  trans- 
mitting by  post  to  such  Registrar  information  of  his  name  and 
address,  and  evidence  of  the  qualification  or  qualifications  in 
respect  whereof  he  seeks  to  be  registered,  and  of  the  time  or 
times  at  which  the  same  was  or  were  respectively  obtained : 
Provided  always,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  several  Colleges 
and  other  bodies  mentioned  in  the  said  Schedule  (A)  to  trans- 
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mit  from  time  to  time  to  the  said  Registrar  Lists  certified 
under  their  respective  seals  of  the  several  persons  who,  in 
respect  of  qualifications  granted  by  such  Colleges  and  Bodies 
respectively,  are  for  the  time  being  entitled  to  be  registered 
under  this  Act,  stating  the  respective  qualifications  and  places 
of  residence  of  such  persons;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Registrar  thereupon,  and  upon  payment  of  such  fee  as  afore- 
said, in  respect  of  each  person  to  be  registered,  to  enter  in  the 
Register  the  persons  mentioned  in  such  Lists,  with  their  quali- 
fications and  places  of  residence  as  therein  dated,  without 
other  application  in  relation  thereto.” 

“Sect.  XVIIL  The  several  Colleges  and  Bodies  in  the 
United  Kingdom  mentioned  in  Schedule  (A)  to  this  Act  shall 
from  time  to  time,  when  required  by  the  General  Council, 
furnish  such  Council  with  such  information  as  they  may  require 
as  to  the  courses  of  study  and  examinations  to  be  gone  through 
in  order  to  obtain  the  respective  qualifications  mentioned  in 
Schedule  (A)  to  this  Act,  and  the  ages  at  which  such  courses 
of  study  and  examination  are  required  to  be  gone  through, 
and  such  qualifications  are  conferred,  and  generally  as  to  the 
requisites  for  obtaining  such  qualifications ; and  any  Member 
or  Members  of  the  General  Council,  or  any  person  or  persons 
deputed  for  this  purpose  by  such  Council,  or  by  any  Branch 
Council,  may  attend  and  be  present  at  any  such  examinations.” 
“ Sect.  XIX.  Any  two  or  more  of  the  Colleges  or  Bodies 
in  the  United  Kingdom  mentioned  in  Schedule  (A)  to  this  Act 
may,  with  the  sanction  and  under  the  directions  of  the  General 
Council,  unite  or  co-operate  in  conducting  the  examinations 
required  for  qualifications  to  be  registered  under  this  Act.” 

“ Sect.  XX.  In  case  it  appear  to  the  General  Council  that 
the  course  of  study  and  examinations  to  be  gone  through  in 
order  to  obtain  any  such  qualification  from  any  such  College 
or  Body  are  not  such  as  to  secure  the  possession  by  persons 
obtaining  such  qualification  of  the  requisite  knowledge  and 
skill  for  the  efficient  practice  of  their  profession,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  such  General  Council  to  represent  the  same  to 
Her  Majesty’s  most  Honourable  Privy  Council.” 

“ Sect.  XXL  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Privy  Council,  upon 
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any  such  representation  as  aforesaid,  if  it  see  fit,  to  order  that 
any  qualification  granted  by  such  College  or  Body,  after  such 
time  as  may  be  mentioned  in  the  order,  shall  not  confer  any 
right  to  be  registered  under  this  Act:  Provided  always,  that 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty,  with  the  advice  of  Her 
Privy  Council,  when  it  is  made  to  appear  to  Her,  upon  further 
representation  from  the  General  Council  or  otherwise,  that 
such  College  or  Body  has  made  effectual  provision,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  such  General  Council,  for  the  improvement  of  such 
course  of  study  or  examinations,  or  the  mode  of  conducting 
such  examinations,  to  revoke  any  such  order.” 

“ Sect.  XXII.  After  the  time  mentioned  in  this  behalf  in 
any  such  Order  in  Council  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
registered  under  this  Act  in  respect  of  any  such  qualification 
as  in  such  order  mentioned  granted  by  the  College  or  Body  to 
which  such  order  relates,  after  the  Time  therein  mentioned, 
and  the  revocation  of  any  such  order  shall  not  entitle  any 
person  to  be  registered  in  respect  of  any  qualification  granted 
before  such  revocation.” 

“ Sect.  XXIII.  In  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  General 
Council  that  an  attempt  has  been  made  by  any  body,  entitled 
under  this  Act  to  grant  qualifications,  to  impose  upon  any 
Candidate  offering  himself  for  Examination  an  obligation  to 
adopt  or  refrain  from  adopting  the  practice  of  any  particular 
theory  of  Medicine  or  Surgery,  as  a test  or  condition  of 
admitting  him  to  examination,  or  of  granting  a Certificate,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Council  to  represent  the  same  to 
Her  Majesty’s  most  Honourable  Privy  Council,  and  the  said 
Privy  Council  may  thereupon  issue  an  Injunction  to  such  Body 
so  acting,  directing  them  to  desist  from  such  practice ; and  in 
the  event  of  their  not  complying  therewith,  then  to  order  that 
such  Body  shall  cease  to  have  the  power  of  conferring  any 
right  to  be  registered  under  this  Act  so  long  as  they  shall 
continue  such  practice.” 

“ Sect.  XXVIII.  If  any  of  the  said  Colleges  or  the  said 
Bodies  at  any  time  exercise  any  power  they  possess  by  Law, 
of  striking  off  from  the  List  of  such  College  or  Body  the  name 
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of  any  One  of  their  Members,  such  College  or  Body  shall  sig- 
nify to  the  General  Council  the  Name  of  the  Member  so  struck 
off;  and  the  General  Council  may,  if  they  see  fit,  direct  the 
Registrar  to  erase  forthwith  from  the  Register  the  qualification 
derived  from  such  College  or  Body  in  respect  of  which  such 
Member  was  registered,  and  the  Registrar  shall  note  the  same 
therein : Provided  always,  that  the  name  of  no  person  shall  be 
erased  from  the  Register  on  the  ground  of  his  having  adopted 
any  theory  of  Medicine  or  Surgery.” 

“ Sect.  XXXI.  Every  person  registered  under  this  Act 
shall  be  entitled,  according  to  his  qualification  or  qualifications, 
to  practise  Medicine  or  Surgery,  or  Medicine  and  Surgery,  as 
the  case  may  be,  in  any  part  of  Her  Majesty’s  dominions,  and 
to  demand  and  recover  in  any  Court  of  Law,  with  full  costs 
of  suit,  reasonable  charges  for  professional  aid,  advice,  and 
visits,  and  the  cost  of  any  medicines  or  other  medical  or  sur- 
gical appliances  rendered  or  supplied  by  him  to  his  patients : 
Provided  always,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  College  of 
Physicians  to  pass  a By-Law  to  the  effect  that  no  one  of  their 
Fellows  or  Members  shall  be  entitled  to  sue  in  manner  aforesaid 
in  any  Court  of  Law,  and  thereupon  such  By-Law  may  be 
pleaded  in  bar  to  any  action  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  com- 
menced by  any  Fellow  or  Member  of  such  College.” 

“ Sect.  XLYII.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  to  grant 
to  the  Corporation  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Lon- 
don a new  Charter,  and  thereby  to  give  to  such  Corporation 
the  name  of  ‘The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  England,’ 
and  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  constitution  of  the  same 
Corporation  as  to  Her  Majesty  may  seem  expedient;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  to  accept  such  Charter 
under  their  Common  Seal,  and  such  acceptance  shall  operate 
as  a surrender  of  all  Charters  heretofore  granted  to  the  said  Cor- 
poration, except  the  Charter  granted  by  King  Henry  the  Eighth, 
and  shall  also  operate  as  a surrender  of  such  Charter  and  of  any 
rights,  powers,  or  privileges  conferred  by  or  enjoyed  under 
an  Act  of  the  Session  liolden  in  the  Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth 
Years  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  Chapter  Five,  confirming  the 
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same,  as  far  as  such  Charter  and  Act  respectively  may  he  in- 
consistent with  such  new  Charter : Provided  nevertheless,  that 
within  twelve  months  after  the  granting  of  such  Charter  to  the

Provided  always,  that  nothing  herein  contained  Charters  not 
shall  extend  to  authorize  Her  Majesty  to  create  any  new  re-  ^ew^stric- 
striction  in  the  practice  of  Medicine  or  Surgery,  or  to  grant  to  tlons  !n  the 

practice  of 

any  of  the  said  Corporations  any  powers  or  privileges  contrary  Medicine  or 
to  the  Common  Law  of  the  land  or  to  the  provisions  of  this  Surgery' 
Act,  and  that  no  such  new  Charter  shall  in  anywise  prejudice, 
affect,  or  annul  any  of  the  existing  Statutes  or  By-Laws  of  the 
Corporations  to  which  the  same  shall  be  granted,  further  than 
shall  be  necessary  for  giving  full  effect  to  the  alterations  which 
shall  be  intended  to  be  effected  by  such  new  charters  and  by 
this  Act  in  the  constitution  of  such  Corporation.”

An  Act  to  Amend  the  Medical  Act  (1858). 

[6lA  August , I860.] 

“Whereas  by  ‘The  Medical  Act,  1858,’  it  is  provided  that 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  to  grant  to  the  Corporation 
of  the  Eoyal  College  of  Physicians  of  London  a new  Charter, 
and  thereby  to  give  to  such  Corporation  the  name  of  ‘The 
Eoyal  College  of  Physicians  of  England ,’  and  to  grant  to  the 
Corporation  of  the  Eoyal  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinhorgh 
a new  Charter,  and  thereby  to  give  to  the  said  College  of  Phy- 
sicians the  name  of  ‘ The  Eoyal  College  of  Physicians  of  Scot- 
land,’ and  to  grant  to  the  Corporation  of  the  King  and  Queen’s 
College  of  Physicians  in  Ireland  a new  Charter,  and  thereby 
to  give  to  such  Corporation  the  name  of  The  Eoyal  College 
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of  Physicians  of  Ireland ; ’ but  Provision  is  not  made  by  the 
said  Act  for  reserving  to  the  said  Colleges,  and  the  Presidents 
and  Censors,  Fellows,  Members,  Licentiates,  and  Extra  Licen- 
tiates thereof  respectively,  by  their  said  new  names,  the 
powers,  privileges,  liberties,  and  immunities  to  which  they 
are  respectively  entitled  by  their  existing  names,  and  doubts 
have  arisen  whether,  in  case  of  the  acceptance  by  these  Col- 
leges respectively,  of  new  Charters  under  such  altered  names 
respectively,  the  said  powers,  privileges,  liberties,  and  immu- 
nities would  legally  attach  and  be  preserved  to  them,  and  it  is

in  London  therein  named  were  incorporated  by  the  name  of 
‘ The  President  and  College  or  Commonalty  of  the  Faculty  of

the  said  Elects  should  become  void  the  survivors  should  choose 
and  admit  one  or  more,  as  need  should  require,  of  the  said 
faculty  to  supply  the  number  of  Eight  persons,  and  that  no 
person  should  from  thenceforth  be  suffered  to  practise  in  Physic 
through  England  until  he  be  examined  by  the  said  Presi- 
dent and  Three  of  the  said  Elects,  and  have  from  them  Letters 
Testimonial,  except  he  be  a Graduate  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge : 
And  whereas  the  main  function  of  the  said  Elects,  viz.,  that  of 
examining  and  granting  Letters  Testimonial,  has  been  virtually 
superseded  by  the  said  Medical  Act,  and  they  have  ceased  to 
grant  Letters  Testimonial  in  accordance  with  the  Provisions 
contained  in  the  last-recited  Act ; and  it  is  therefore  expedient 
that  the  before-recited  P revisions  should  be  repealed : Be  it

“ Sect.  III.  The  granting  of  new  Charters  to  the  said  Cor- 
porations respectively  by  and  in  the  altered  names  and  styles 
respectively,  as  provided  in  the  Medical  Act,  shall  not,  in 
respect  of  such  alteration  of  name  or  style  merely,  alter  or 
affect  in  any  way  the  rights,  powers,  authorities,  qualifications, 
liberties,  exemptions,  immunities,  duties,  and  obligations 
granted,  conferred  or  imposed  to  or  upon,  or  continued  and  pre- 
served to  the  said  Corporations  respectively,  and  the  respective

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen’s  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  the  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same  : 

I.  The  powers  of  every  body  entitled  under  the  Medical  Act 
to  grant  qualifications  for  registration  shall  extend  to  the  grant- 
ing of  any  qualification  for  registration  granted  by  such  body  to

all  persons  -without  distinction  of  sex  : Provided  always,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  render  compulsory  the  exercise  of 
such  powers,  and  that  no  person  who  but  for  this  Act  would  not 
have  been  entitled  to  be  registered  shall,  by  reason  of  such 
registration,  be  entitled  to  take  any  part  in  the  government, 
management,  or  proceedings  of  the  universities  or  corporations 
mentioned  in  the  said  Medical  Act. 

II.  This  Act  shall  be  taken  to  be  incorporated  with  the 
Medical  Act,  as  amended  by  the  Act  of  the  twenty-second  year 
of  Her  Majesty,  chapter  twenty-one,  and  the  Medical  Act  as  so 
amended,  and  any  other  Act  amending  the  Medical  Act,  shall  be 
construed  and  have  effect  accordingly.

CHAPTER  I. 


Df  tire  (Enactment  ;uO  geycal  0f  §g-f  atos  anA  Jleplalions. 

The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London  shall,  as  far  as 
may  he,  be  governed  by  By-Laws  and  Regulations  to  be 
enacted,  altered,  and  repealed  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is 
to  say : — 

By-Law  I. 

Every  By-Law  or  Regulation  of  the  College  shall  be 
approved  by  a majority  of  the  Fellows  of  the  said  Corporation 
present  in  General  Meetings  duly  convened,  due  notice  having 
been  given  of  any  By-Law  or  Regulation,  to  be  proposed  for 
enactment,  alteration,  or  repeal  at  such  Meetings. 

By-Law  II. 

No  motion  by  any  Fellow  for  the  alteration  or  repeal  of  any 
existing  By-Law  or  Regulation,  or  for  the  enactment  of  any 
new  By-Law  or  Regulation,  shall  be  entertained  at  any 
General  Meeting,  unless  notice  in  writing  of  such  motion  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  previous  General  Meeting  by  the 
Fellow  intending  to  move  the  same ; or  unless  notice  in  writing 
containing  the  substance  of  the  intended  enactment,  alteration, 
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or  repeal  shall  have  been  given  to  the  Council  by  the  Fellow 
intending  to  move  the  same,  twenty-one  days  at  least  before  the 
day  on  which  the  next  General  Meeting  shall  be  held,  and 
unless  the  Council  shall  consent  to  such  notice  beintr  entered 

o 

on  the  summons  to  the  next  General  Meeting. 

By-Law  III. 

In  order  to  the  enactment,  alteration,  or  repeal  of  a By-Law, 
two  General  Meetings  of  the  Fellows  of  the  said  Corporation 
must  approve  the  same ; and  in  order  to  the  enactment,  altera- 
tion, or  repeal  of  a Begulation,  one  General  Meeting  of  the 
Fellows  must  approve  the  same. 

By-Law  IV. 

As  often  as  any  By-Law  or  Begulation  shall  be  either 
enacted,  altered,  or  repealed,  such  enactment,  alteration,  or 
repeal  shall  be  entered  by  the  Registrar,  together  with  the  day 
of  the  month  and  the  year  of  our  Lord  on  which  the  same 
shall  have  been  effected,  in  a copy  of  the  By-Laws  and 
Regulations  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  certified  by  the 
signature  of  the  President  for  the  time  being.

It  is  the  duty  of  every  Fellow  to  assist  in  the  nomination  of  fit  and 
proper  persons  to  the  Fellowship. 

The  duty  thus  devolving  upon  every  Fellow  has  respect  both  to  the 
College  and  to  its  Members ; to  the  College,  since  it  is  only  by  the  election 
of  fit  and  proper  persons  into  the  Felloivship  that  the  College  can  be 
advantageously  extended  and  perpetuated : to  the  Members,  since  every 
Member  ought  to  have  full  ground  for  believing  that  his  claims  to  the 
Felloivship  will  not  be  overlooked  or  neglected.  Your  attention  is  there- 
fore directed  to  the  following  Regulation  of  the  College  : — 

'•'Any  Fellow  of  the  College  may  propose  for  the  consideration  of  the

character  and  learning;  and  finally  to  do  everything,  in  the 
practice  of  your  profession,  to  the  honour  of  the  College  and  the 
welfare  of  the  State.” 

Each  Fellow,  on  admission,  shall  ratify  this  pledge  by  his 
signature.

The  President,  addressing  the  Fellow  or  Fellows  to  be

The  Eee  to  be  paid  for  admission  to  the  Third  or  Final

No  Fellow  of  the  College  shall  he  entitled  to  sue  for 
professional  aid  rendered  by  him.

90,  and  does  not  extend  to 
Members.) 

By-Law  CLXX. 

No  Fellow  of  the  College  shall  divulge  any  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Meeting  held  for  the  election  of  Censors,  or  other 
College  Officers,  or  of  Fellows  or  Members  of  the  College; 
or  of  any  Meeting,  the  proceedings  of  which  he  shall  be 
required  by  the  President  to  keep  secret. 

By-Law  CLXXI. 

No  Fellow  of  the  College  shall  leave  a Meeting  (except  by 
permission  of  the  President),  until  the  President  shall  have 
declared  such  Meeting  to  he  dissolved. 


By-Law  CLXXII. 

Every  Fellow  or  Member  of  the  College,  in  prescribing  for 
a patient,  shall  write  on  his  prescription  the  date  thereof,  the 
name  of  the  patient,  and  the  initial  letters  of  his  own  name. 

By-Law  CLXXIII. 

If  two  or  more  Physicians,  Fellows  or  Members  of  the 
College,  be  called  in  consultation,  they  shall  confer  together 
with  the  utmost  forbearance,  and  no  one  of  them  shall 
prescribe,  or  even  suggest,  in  the  presence  of  the  patient 
or  the  patient’s  attendants,  any  opinion  as  to  what  ought  to 
he  done,  before  the  method  of  treatment  has  been  determined 
by  the  consultation  of  himself  and  his  colleagues ; and  the 
Physician  first  called  to  a patient  shall,  unless  he  decline 
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doing  so,  write  the  prescription  for  the  medicines  agreed  upon, 
and  shall  sign  the  initials  of  the  Physician  or  Physicians  called 
in  consultation,  he  placing  his  own  initials  the  last.  If  any 
difference  of  opinion  should  arise,  the  greatest  moderation  and 
forbearance  shall  be  observed,  and  the  fact  of  such  difference 
of  opinion  shall  be  communicated  to  the  patient  or  the 
attendants  by  the  Physician  who  was  first  in  attendance, 
in  order  that  it  may  distress  the  patient  and  his  friends  as 
little  as  possible. 


By-Law  CLXXIV. 

No  Fellow  or  Member  of  the  College  shall  officiously,  or 
under  colour  of  a benevolent  purpose,  offer  medical  aid  to,  or 
prescribe  for,  any  patient  whom  he  knows  to  be  under  the  care 
of  another  legally  qualified  Medical  Practitioner. 


By-Law  CLXXV. 

No  Fellow  or  Member  of  the  College  shall  be  engaged  in 
trade,  or  dispense  medicines,  or  make  any  engagement  with  a 
Chemist  or  any  other  person  for  the  supply  of  medicines,  or 
practise  Medicine  or  Surgery  in  partnership,  by  deed  or 
otherwise. 


By-Law  CLXXVI. 

No  Fellow,  Member,  or  Licentiate  of  the  College  shall  refuse 
to  make  known,  when  so  required  by  the  President  and  Censors, 
the  nature  and  composition  of  any  remedy  he  uses. 


By-Law  CLXXVII. 

Licentiates  of  this  College  shall  not  compound  or  dispense 
medicines,  except  for  patients  under  their  own  care. 
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By-Law  CLXXVIII. 

No  Licentiate  of  tliis  College  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  Licence,  Limitation  of 
represent  himself  as  being  a Fellow  or  Member  of  the  College. 

On  the  10th  clay  of  April,  1876,  the  College  passed  the 
following  Besolution : — 

“JYo  Felloio,  Member,  Extra-Licentiate,  or  Licentiate  of  the 
College  shall  be  authorized  or  entitled  by  virtue  of  any 
Diploma  or  Licence  granted  by  the  College  to  assume  the 
title  of  Doctor,  or  to  append  to  his  name  the  title  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine,  or  the  letters  M.D.,  or  any  other 
letters  indicating  that  he  is  a Graduate  in  Medicine  of  a 
University.” 

On  the  27th  clay  of  December,  1881,  the  College  passed  the 
following  Besolution : — 

“ That  while  the  College  has  no  desire  to  fetter  the  opinion  of 
its  Members  in  reference  to  any  Theories  they  may  see  fit  to 
adopt  in  connection  with  the  Practice  of  Medicine,  it  never- 
theless considers  it  desirable  to  express  its  opinion  that  the 
assumption  or  acceptance  by  Members  of  the  profession  of 
designations  implying  the  adoption  of  special  modes  of 
treatment  is  opposed  to  those  principles  of  the  freedom  and 
dignity  of  the  profession  which  should  govern  the  relations 
of  its  Members  to  each  other  and  to  the  public. 

The  College  therefore  expects  that  all  its  Fellows,  Mem- 
bers, and  Licentiates  will  uphold  these  principles  by 
discountenancing  those  who  trade  upon  such  designations.” 

On  the  27th  day  of  July,  1882,  the  College  passed  the 
following  Besolution 

“ That  the  system  of  extensively  advertising  Medical  Works, 
and  the  custom  of  giving,  ivhcthcr  for  publication  or  not, 
laudatory  Certificates  of  Medicinal  and  other  Preparations 
or  of  Medical  or  Surgical  Appliances  is  misleading  to 
the  public,  derogatory  to  the  dignity  of  the  Profession,  and 
contrary  to  the  traditions  and  resolutions  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians.”  ■

By-Law  CLXXIX. 

If  less  than  ten  Fellows  shall  be  present  at  the  commence- 
ment of  any  General  Meeting,  every  absent  Fellow  who  resides 
in  London,  or  within  seven  miles  of  the  same,  shall,  unless  he 
shall  assign  a reason  satisfactory  to  the  President  and  Censors, 
pay  a fine  of  One  Guinea  for  such  absence. 

By-Law  CLXXX. 

Any  Censor  who  shall  fail  to  attend  a Meeting  of  the  Censors’ 
Board  at  the  hour  appointed,  having  been  duly  summoned  to 
the  same  (unless  his  place  is  filled  by  a Vicarius,  in  accordance 
with  the  By-Laws  of  the  College),  shall,  unless  he  can  assign 
a reason  for  his  absence  satisfactory  to  the  President  and  the 
other  Censors,  pay  a fine  of  Five  Guineas. 

By-Law  CLXXXI. 

At  each  of  the  Examinations  in  writing  of  Candidates  for 
the  Membership,  one  of  the  Censors  in  rotation  shall  be  present 
during  the  whole  time  of  the  Examination ; and  should  such 
Censor  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  take  care  that  his  duty  be 
performed  by  one  of  the  other  Censors;  failing  in  which,  he 
shall  pay  a fine  of  Five  Guineas. 

By-Law  CLXXXII. 

Any  Member  of  Council,  having  been  duly  summoned,  who 
shall  fail  to  attend  at  the  appointed  hour  the  Ordinary  General 
Meeting  of  Council  held  for  the  nomination  of  Fellows,  or  at 
any  adjourned  Meeting  for  the  same  purpose,  or  who  shall  leave 
the  Meeting  before  its  termination,  shall,  unless  a cause  be 
assigned  satisfactory  to  the  President  and  a majority  of  the 
Council,  pay  a fine  of  One  Guinea. 
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By-Law  CLXXXIII. 

Any  Examiner  who  shall  fail  to  attend,  at  the  hour  appointed, 
a Meeting  of  the  Examiners  held  for  the  Oral  Examination 
of  Candidates  for  the  College  Licence,  he  having  been  duly 
summoned  to  the  same,  shall,  unless  his  place  he  filled  by  a 
Vicarius  in  accordance  with  the  By-Laws,  pay  a fine  of  Five 
Guineas. 

By-Law  CLXXXIV. 

At  each  of  the  Written  Examinations  of  Candidates  for  the 
College  Licence,  one  of  the  Examiners  shall  be  present  during 
the  whole  time  of  the  Examination ; and  should  such  Examiner 
be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  take  care  that  his  duty  be  per- 
formed by  one  of  the  other  Examiners ; failing  in  which,  he 
shall  pay  a fine  of  Five  Guineas. 

By-Law  CLXXXV. 

If  it  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  appear,  or  be  made  known 
to  the  President  or  Censors,  that  ally  Fellow  or  Member 
of  the  College  has  obtained  admission  into  the  College,  or  that 
any  Licentiate  of  the  College  has  obtained  the  Licence  of  the 
College  by  fraud,  false  statement,  or  imposition,  or  that  any 
Fellow,  Member,  or  Licentiate  has  been  guilty  of  any  great 
crime  or  public  immorality,  or  has  acted  in  any  respect  in  a 
dishonourable  or  unprofessional  manner,  or  has  violated  any 
Statute,  By-Law,  or  Regulation  of  the  College  relating  to 
Fellows,  Members,  or  Licentiates,  as  the  case  may  be,  the 
President  and  Censors*  may  call  the  Fellow,  Member,  or 
Licentiate  so  offending  before  them,  and  having  investigated  the 
case,  may  admonish,  or  reprimand,  or  inflict  a fine  not  exceed- 
ing £10 ; or,  if'  they  deem  the  case  of  sufficient  import- 
ance, may  report  the  case  to  the  College,  and  thereupon 
a majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  Fellows  present  at  a Meet- 
ing of  the  Fellows,  which  must  be  specially  summoned  for 
that  purpose,  may  declare  such  Fellow  to  be  no  longer  a

London,  and  all  clauses  and  articles  contained  in  the  same 
grant,  should  be  approved,  granted,  ratified,  and  confirmed  by 
the  same  Parliament.” 

2.  “For  the  consideration  thereof,  be  it  enacted  by  the

and  thereby  to  give  to  such  Corporation  the  name  of  ‘ The  Medical  Act, 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  England,'  and  to  grant  to  the 
Corporation  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh  to  College ;

given),  elect  one  other  of  the  Fellows  of  the  said  Corporation 
in  such  manner  as  aforesaid  to  be  President  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year  in  which  such  death,  resignation,  or  other  avoid- 
ance shall  happen,  and  until  such  election  the  duties  of  Presi- 
dent shall  be  performed  by  the  senior  Censor  for  the  time 
being.”

An  Ad  to  remove  Restrictions  on  the  granting  of  Qualifications 
for  Registration  under  the  Medical  Act  on  the  ground  of  Sex. 

[11  th  August,  1876.] 


“ Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen’s  most  excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
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and  Commons,  in  the  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same : — •' 

“ I.  The  powers  of  every  body  entitled  under  the  Medical  Act  Power  to 

t n » grunt 

to  grant  qualifications  for  registration  shall  extend  to  the  grant-  qualification 
ing  of  any  qualification  for  registration  granted  by  such  body  to  estended- 
all  persons  without  distinction  of  sex : Provided  always,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  render  compulsory  the  exercise  of 
such  powers,  and  that  no  person  who  but  for  this  Act  would  not 
have  been  entitled  to  be  registered  shall,  by  reason  of  such 
registration,  be  entitled  to  take  any  part  in  the  government, 
management,  or  proceedings  of  the  universities  or  corporations 
mentioned  in  the  said  Medical  Act.” 

“ II.  This  Act  shall  be  taken  to  be  incorporated  with  the  Act  incorpo- 
Medical  Act,  as  amended  by  the  Act  of  the  twenty-second  year  The  Medical 
of  Her  Majesty,  chapter  twenty-one,  and  the  Medical  Act  as  so  Act' 
amended,  and  any  other  Act  amending  the  Medical  Act,  shall  be 
construed  and  have  effect  accordingly.”

*-i.  On  and  aftei  the  appointed  day  a person  shall  not  be  Examination 
registered  under  the  Medical  Acts  in  respect  of  any  qualification  ^reaft^®  regl9' 
referred  to  in  any  of  those  Acts,  unless  he  has  passed  such 
qualifying  examination  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Midwifery, 
as  is  in  this  Act  mentioned. 

O ')  A qualifying  examination  shall  be  an  examina-  Qualifying 
tion  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Midwifery,  held  for  the  purpose  iieldlbyltl°na 
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of  granting  a Diploma  or  Diplomas  conferring  the  right  of 
Registration  under  the  Medical  Acts,  by  any  of  the  following 
Bodies,  that  is  to  say : — 

“ (a.)  Any  University  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  any  Medical 
Corporation  legally  qualified  at  the  passing  of  this 
Act  to  grant  such  Diploma  or  Diplomas  in  respect  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery;  or 

“ (b.)  Any  combination  of  two  or  more  Medical  Corporations 
in  the  same  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  who  may 
agree  to  hold  a joint  examination  in  Medicine, 
Surgery,  and  Midwifery,  and  of  whom  one  at  least 
is  capable  of  granting  such  Diploma  as  aforesaid 
in  respect  of  Medicine,  and  one  at  least  is  capable 
of  granting  such  Diploma  in  respect  of  Surgery  ; or 
“ (c.)  Any  combination  of  any  such  University  as  aforesaid 
with  any  other  such  University  or  Universities,  or  of 
any  such  University  or  Universities  with  a Medical 
Corporation  or  Corporations,  the  bodies  forming  such 
combination  being  in  the  same  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom. 

“ (2.)  The  standard  of  proficiency  required  from  Candidates  at 
the  said  qualifying  Examinations  shall  be  such  as  sufficiently  to 
guarantee  the  possession  of  the  knowledge  and  skill  requisite 
for  the  efficient  practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Midwifery ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Council  to  secure  the 
maintenance  of  such  standard  of  proficiency  as  aforesaid;  and 
for  that  purpose  such  number  of  Inspectors  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  General  Council  shall  be  appointed  by  the  General 
Council,  and  shall  attend,  as  the  General  Council  may  direct,  at 
all  or  any  of  the  qualifying  Examinations  held  by  any  of  the 
bodies  aforesaid. 

“ (3.)  Inspectors  of  Examinations  appointed  under  this  section 
shall  not  interfere  with  the  conduct  of  any  examination,  but  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  report  to  the  General  Council  their  opinion 
as  to  the  sufficiency  or  insufficiency  of  every  examination  which 
they  attend,  and  any  other  matters  in  relation  to  such  examina- 
tion which  the  General  Council  may  require  them  to  report; 
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and  the  General  Council  shall  forward  a copy  of  every  such 
report  to  the  body  or  to  each  of  the  bodies  which  held  the 
examination  in  respect  of  which  the  said  report  was  made,  and 
shall  also  forward  a copy  of  such  report,  together  with  any 
observations  thereon  made  by  the  said  body  or  bodies,  to  the 
Privy  Council. 

“ (4.)  An  Inspector  of  Examinations  appointed  under  this 
section  shall  receive  such  remuneration,  to  be  paid  as  part  of  the 
expenses  of  the  General  Council,  as  the  General  Council,  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Privy  Council,  may  determine. 

<;  4. — (1.)  If  at  any  time  it  appears  to  the  General  Council 
that  the  standard  of  proficiency  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Mid- 
wifery, or  in  any  of  those  subjects  or  any  branch  thereof, 
required  from  Candidates  at  the  qualifying  Examinations  held  by 
any  of  the  bodies  for  the  time  being  holding  such  Examinations 
is  insufficient,  the  General  Council  shall  make  a representation 
to  that  effect  to  the  Privy  Council,  and  the  Privy  Council,  if 
they  think  fit,  after  considering  such  representation,  and  also

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Assistant  Examiners  to 
secure  at  the  said  examinations  the  maintenance  of  such  standard 
of  proficiency  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Midwifery  as  is  required 
under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Act  from  Candidates  at 
qualifying  Examinations,  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  Assistant 
Examiners  shall  have  such  powers,  and  perform  such  duties  in 
the  conduct  of  those  examinations  as  the  General  Council  may 
from  time  to  time  by  order  prescribe  ; and  any  examination  held 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
qualifying  Examination  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act. 

“ (3.)  Assistant  Examiners  appointed  under  this  section  shall 
receive  such  remuneration,  to  be  paid  by  the  Medical  Corporation 
at  whose  examinations  they  take  part,  as  the  General  Council 
determine. 

“ (4.)  A Medical  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  admit  to  its 
examinations  Assistant  Examiners  appointed  under  this  section, 
and  to  conduct  its  examinations  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  section  and  of  any  orders  made  thereunder, 
anything  in  any  Act  or  Charter  relating  to  such  Corporation  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.

“ 6.  On  and  after  the  appointed  day  a registered  Medical  Privileges  of 
Practitioner  shall,  save  as  in  this  Act  mentioned,  be  entitled  persons, 
to  practise  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Midwifery  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  (subject  to  any  local  law)  in  any  other  part  of

The  College  will,  under  its  Charter,  grant  Licences  (which 
do  not  extend  to  make  the  Licentiates  Members  of  the 
Corporation)  to  persons  who  shall  conform  to  the  Bye-Laws  and 
Regulations  relating  to  Licentiates. 


[Chap.  XXII.] 
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Under  the  provisions  of  Clause  XIX  of  the  Medical  Act  Conjoint 
(1858),  an  agreement  was  entered  into  in  February,  1883,  Board.'11"8 
between  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London  and 
the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England  to  form  a Con- 
joint Examining  Board,  and  to  provide  that  every  Candidate 
who  shall  have  passed  the  Final  Examination  conducted  by 
the  Board  shall,  subject  to  the  Bye-Laws  and  Regulations  of 
each  College,  be  entitled  to  receive  the  Licence  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  the  Diploma  of  Member  of  the  College  of 
Surgeons. 


It  was  further  agreed  that  each  College  should  abstain  [so 
far  as  allowed  by  law]  from  the  exercise  of  its  independent 
privilege  of  giving  a qualification  for  admission  to  the  Medical 
Register  with  respect  to  all  Students  who  should  commence 
their  Professional  Studies  on  and  after  1st  October,  1884. 

This  agreement  remains  in  force. 


The  two  Colleges  have  also  agreed  to  grant  jointly  a Diploma  in 
Diploma  in  Public  Health  to  Candidates  already  registered  Health, 
under  the  Medical  Acts,  and  such  Diploma  is  registrable  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  21  of  the  Medical  Act  of  1886.*
